"I have no political aspirations," snld 


Senor Limnntotir, in concluding the In- 
terview. "I see merely the uplifting of 
my country. I have often been asked 
to run for-the presidency, hut have re- 
fused. 
1 expect to leave Paris In 
a 


fortnight' for Now Tork" and to pro- 
ceed thence by steamer to Yucatan for 
a private visit." 


Minister Limnntojur came to Paris 


early last August ln*order-that his wife, 
•who is in ill health,.might receive med- 
ical treatment here. 
.Before leaving. 


Mexico he declined a nomination for 
the. presidency and though he 
re- 


mained in 'trie cabinet' it was rumored 
that his relations with President Diaz 
were not as close as formerly. Con- 
sequently there has been 'much interest 
irl his attitude as to whether .he would 
feel under the necessity of returning 
home during the rebellion.

tion to President Diaz on the ground 
that he has been too long in office and 
thnt new blood is needed to direct the 
affairs of the republic.

turned to the presidency by the peo- 
ple." 


"I dislike to touch on the delicate 


question of neutrality." continued the 
Mexican, "but T. am convinced that the 
"United States interpretation is too re- 
stricted. 


Uniteti States Aids Rebels.

quelling the revolution. 
Mexico pre- 


vents Guatemalan revolutionists from 
remaining near the frontier just ns 
France at the time of the Portuguese 
revolution forced the Carlists living 
near the Spanish frontier to remove at 
least 200 kilometres from the border on 
the ground that their nearness con- 
stituted a menace to a friendly power.

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 20.—That the 


Proctor bill to enable'railroads' to'tour 
track their system has a joker 'in it 
that will give the roads" the '.right to 
confiscate property and- put other lines 
out of business, is contended by labor 
leaders. When the measure was

fered Senator -Procior- stated that it. 
was for the purpose of giving-the right, 
to the Lake .Shore': ra.ilr.oad but since 
that time, members .of the senate have 
beeji receiving letters 
from railroad 


men.

. These-letters urge that the bill be 
passed as it is very important to all 
the lines of the slate. .Prominent labor 
leaders declare'that'the bill is vicious 
and would permit a powerful line to 
have the 
property of 
smaller com- 


panies parallel to their right of way 
condemned. -practically --putting them, 
out of business. 
-This.is done, it is 


said, because the bill! provides 
that 


property may .be condemned- by "flue 
.process in order .to provide adequate 
grounds for a four track-system..' • .' . 


The bill'was passed in the senate; as 


one of an omnibus of ten measures and. 
had practical!}- no opposition- except- 
from those who ar.e opposed' to 'th,e~ 
omnibus method of voting on bills.• .It 
is now in the house awaiting the action 
of that body and the opponents ot the 
measure declare that a hard 'fight will 
be made to defeat it there. 


Railways Fighting Caboose Bill. 


The' Be'al caboose' bill, which passed 


the senate with but one dissenting vote, 
is meeting with obstacles in the house 
according to a report of the trainmen 
of the state who attributes to the rail- 
roads -a desire to kill th>»" bill. In s. 
letter to the members of 
the 
lower 


house It is pointed'out by him that the 
cabooses now in use are not of suffi- 
cient size for the train cren-s but that 
in addition they have not kept pacfi 
with the development of the other cars 
and engines in use. 


They are run on four wheels and are 


built in such a way that they cannot 
withstand the weight of heavy trains 
when there is a "pusher" engine nec- 
essary and that the men arc afraid to 
sleep in them out of fear that they will 
collapse. 


The letter points out that in spite of 


the complaints that have come from 
the railroads when various restrictions 
Have been placed upon them they are 
now making more than formerly. It is 
declared that sufficient time is allowed 
to enable the ro.id? to make the change 
and that some roads arc now using ca- 
booses which would conform 
to the 


specification.1? set forth in the bill.

The, last, re- 
ceived a week ago. advised him that 
his home would be blown up* if lie 
failed to leave $500 in a package on 
his front door step, or if he notified 
the police.'

station was found 
to have burned

hefor? it was found,

Health Officials Find Wash- 


ington School Satis- 


factory. 


MADE AN INSPECTION 


Following an inspection today, of- 


ficials of the city board of health de- 
clared the vpntilating system at the 
new Washington school to be highly 
satisfactory. 
They found it working 


perfectly, supplying u much higher 
volume of fresh air than is required 
under the contract under which tho 
system was installed, and give it as 
their opinion that, there can be no 
just criticism upon this score. The 
action of the health board was taken 
following 
complaints that several 


children had bees overcome by bad 
air in the gymnasium, and the in- 
spection was made by Dr. B. A. 
Crull and Dr. A. P. Buchman. 


Dr. Crull says that while the gym- 


nasium is not included in the fan 
system of ventilation which supplies 
the school rooms, the windows here 
are ample, and If they are opened 
there will bft no difllcully in secur- 
ing plenty of fresh air. 
Whether 


or not these windows wore open dur- 
ing the time of which complaint was 
made, Dr. Cnill says he is unable 
to say. The gymnasium must needs 
be kept at a lower temperature than 
the school rooms, and for this rea- 
son it was omitted, from the fan sys- 
tem which supplied pure but warm- 
ed air to tho school rooms. 


An earlier test by members of the 


school board and other school of- 
ficials showed that in the school 
rooms tho fans are delivering 
an 


average of sixty cubic feet of fresh 
air to each pupil per minute instead 
of the thirty feet prescribed by the 
contract.

'REAL FOES OF CHANGE NOT PARTISAN. 


Let the opposition to the Marshall plan of amending 


the Indiana constitution drop for a time their raging 
at the method proposed and discuss the changes it is 
purposed to make. Is it the way of doing it that is 
looked upon with such vociferous fear or is it what 
has been suggested to make the constitution modern, 
progressive and adequate to popular needs that stirs 
alarm?. Governor Marshall, in proposing the changes 
of the 'State's organic law, has embraced some of the 
provisions that people of no new state would attempt 
to govern themselves without and what the people of 
new states find good for themselves is not too good for 
the pepple of Indiana. 
There may be a reasonable 


doubt as to the validity of the method, but Governor 
Marshall, himself a very able lawyer, has availed him- 
self no doubt of the opinions of the best constitutional 
lawyer* at the bar of the state. 
While much of the 


opposition is clearly political, there is here and there 
a deeper note that indicates hostility to the thing pro- 
posed, not merely to the manner of doing it. This op- 
position is not wholly confined to the republican party 
and that this is so will be made more and more ap- 
parent, we believe, as agitation of the new or amended 
constitution goes on. The provisions for tlie initiative 
and referendum and of the recall are not relished by 
certain obvious interests. 
The closer government ap- 


proximates direct power of the people the less gov- 
ernment becomes what great special interests want it 
to be. 1 Of course if the method proposed for giving 
Indiana a new constitution is decided by the highest le- 
gal opinion to be a valid procedure, the move becomes 
of great political importance. The people will declare 
for what it is proposed to give them and the natura 
drift'will be to the party that tenders the opportunih 
for a--modern and more progressive as well as more 
just organic law. That is the consideration which 
bringing so much froth to the surface.' But the- real 
attack on the democratic proposals is much deeper and 
more sinister. The natural foes of a new constitution 


' would .'vastly rather take chances with a constitutional 
convention than with the great body of Indiana citizen- 
ship.'1

What Caused the Sentiment in Favor of Direct 


Elections. 


'CHINA 'AND RUSSIA. 


Russia might be as badly mistaken in the Heathen 


Chinee as she was in the little brown Jap. Seven 
years ago last fall the Jap showed to his big bullying 
enemy what kind of job he had been at work upon 
during the decade following the war with China. Per- 
haps the Chinaman has something equally as inter- 
esting up his long flowing sleeve. No one of course 
supposes that China is capable of offering effective 
military resistance to Russia, but it should be remem- 
bered at the same time that no one considered Japan 
capable of effective resistance. But.the Japanese made 
a sudden onslaught and by sea and land gave the 
bear no rest. He was harried and walloped, walloped 
and harried from the beginning to the end of the war. 
Cessation of hostilities found what had been the 
world's fourth naval power without any navy what- 
ever and the stupendous legions of the czar, for gen- 
erations a European bugbear, an exploded prodigy. 
The Russians fought well—they always do—but the 
Japs fought better, with a valor as of men whose land 
was invaded and with the cool skill of seasoned veter- 
ans and under the leadership of as fine warriors as 
live today. 
China has

Senators seem quick to forget that the people when 


endowing that body with great powers, did not sur- 
render the right of self-government. The senate, 
needless to repeat, does not stand as high in popular 
opinion as it did during the earlier years of the .re- 
public, and the measure of esteem in which it is held 
is falling steadily. This does not mean that the people 
of the country do not appreciate the. duties which are 
delegated to the upper body. On the contrary, thqjl 
realize more than ever the balancing power which 
this body is supposed to exercise. 
But they have 


been betrayed so often that, to the casual student of 
our more recent history, the surprising thing is that 
the power to elect senators was not taken' from the 
legislatures of the states long ago. The spectacle of 
a New England senator—whose retention of his seat 


I in the face of an uprising that -extended from .one' 
border of the state to the other is still so mystifying 
as to have caused many-people to ascribe his victory 
to divine Providence, but for the accepted fact that 
the voice of the people is supposed to be the voice 
of Providence—arising in his seat as he did the other 
day and delivering a long diatribe against the popular 
election of senators, would cause amusement, were 
it not that a sentiment of contempt all over the coun- 
try has followed his remarks. The senate may, per- 
haps, restore itself to public opinion by the exercise of 
the homely virtue of being honest and sincere. 
No 


matter what it may think with reference to the ques- 
tion of popular election, and no matter what learned 
reasons it may advance against the proposition, it is 
still as plain as that the sun will rise tomorrow that 
if the senate continues abusing 'the trust reposed in it, 
its powers will be shorn by a disgusted electorate.

Spiral nebulae, whirling at a raf 


that not even the experts can estimate 
were photographed. Laplace's thcorv 
that globular or spherical masses of 
revolving gases cooled to form the 
universe, seems contradicted by the 
photographic evidence. 
The picture 


shows the spiral form of the whipping 
whirling mass. Just below the main 
nebulae is seen a small nebulous mass. 
Apparently the smaller world is being 
whipped away from the larger as a 
boy. nicks off the snapper of a whip. 
In turn it Is faking the spiral move- 
ment of -the greater mass. When H 
cools it will occupy the same relative 
position to the larger world that this 
earth does to the sun.

A FIRE ALARM SYSTEM .THAT SPELLS

> It Acts Without Human Aid, and is a Deadly Foe to Incendiarism

departure In fire alarm methods. It is 
not an experiment, but a complete and 
operating success. 
The fact that D. 


G. Reid, the Hock Island railroad mas- 
nate is in control of the new plan evi- 
dences its stability. 


The new system is styled the air 


alarm. 
Its basis consists of a small 


hollow wire of copper alloy, one-eighth 
of an inch in diameter and containing 
a tiny insulated wire, 


The hollow wire acts as a conductor 


for the air whose expansion causes a 
fire alarm to sound. The tiny wire is 
known as the troutile wire. If for any 
reason the hollow wire Is cut or broken 
the result is that an electric circuit 


is also broken, which causes the little 
wire to send a "trouble alarm," to the 
headquarters of the alarm company, 
Fire headquarters hears nothing unless 
there happens to be a real flro at the 
time the wire breaks, or In cut. 


Loops of this inconspicuous hollow 


wire are etung around the celling 01 
carefully concealed behind the mold- 
ing o£ the rooms, houses and buildings 
to be protected, the loops ending in t 
detector, which consists principally o 
a disc, containing 
a 
delicate dia- 


phragm. . 


I£ fire starts in a room the air in 


the hollow tube expands under the in 
(luence of the heat and operates a 
sensitive diaphragm In the detector 
causing it to close an electrical circui 


vhlch sets in operation all the mar- 
-elous flrn alarm machinery. 


All the older systems are held iarge- 


y defective, due to the u«e of what is 
known as a "thermostat," placed at In- 
ervals on the ceiling. These are con- 
stantly exposed to the effects of the 
air and the electrical contacts become 
oxidised, 
or 
clogged with dust, and 


when needed fall to operate at all, or 
only after a raging fire is in full blast. 


Briefly, the new »y»tem scores 
its 


main success in the principle that the 
best way to solve the great fire hazard 
problem of the day Is to deal with in- 
cipient (Ires instead of conflagrations 


The new system gives an almost in- 


stantaneous alarm. If a pair of cur- 
tains catch afire, or even a newspaper 
an effective alarm Is given within ten 
to fnrty seconds. 
Moreover, 
another 


alarm Is rung on a box outside of the 
building, also indicates 
the exact lo- 


cation of the fire. Thence the alarm 
goes on and directly into the fire head- 
quarters, where the txact location i 
also announced. 


From beginning to end the system 


is altogether automatic. This elimin 
ation of the human element also elim 
inates the danger of error. 


It might be well imagined that so 


sensitive a mechanism would be also 
affected by ordinary changes of tem- 
perature, as for instance, from steam 
leat or a cooking stove. But the de- 
tector is influenced, not merely by the 
presence of heat, but rather by the 
sudden rise of heat 
within a 
fixed 


period o£ time. 


For instance, the thermostats now 


commonly used to Rive fire alarms are 
only affected by extreme degrees. of 
heat, say 160 des. F. The new system 
would work just the same if a flre 
started in a room th« temperature of 
which was zero. An incipient flre Is 
accompanied by a certain rapid rise 
In temperature, 
which 
the National 


Board of Underwriters puts at only 
four degress per minute.

IB also fool and mischief-proof 


It the hollow wires are injured acci- 
dentally or otherwise, that fact Is im- 
mediately indicated, not at fire head- 
quarters, but at the office of the com- 
pany. No false alarms are possible. 


Because of Its instantaneous alarm 


and complete efficiency It is claimed 
that the new system will practically 
do away with the horrors of inccndlar 
ism, so-common in the tenement die 


ricts of large cities. 


The system in its entirety is the 


iroduct of the minds of a staff of engi- 
neering specialists in this field. The 
patents, over two hundred in all, are 
owned by 
the International Electric 


'rotectlve company, at 115 Broadway, 
>>ew York. The president of the com- 
jany is Robert Walker, also president 
of the holding company of the Rock 
Island system.
